until the war bill is passed. There 
is no possibility of even a limitec 
filibuster in the house .such as 
could be engineered in the senate 


The house is governed by rules 


under which debate may be shut 
off entirely and the members re- 
quired to vote on the bill at any 
time. 


These rules will not be resorted 


to unless a fight develops. 


Two pacifists, on the house com- 


mittee peace-at-any-price to the 
last, Cooper and 
Shackelford, 


voted against the resolution.

Surely a country, which has grown so in numbers and prosperity 
iinee then has not declined in spirit and patriotism. Onr familiarity 
with the tremendous European straggle has rendered us, to a de- 
gree indifferent and callous to war, but if we lack anything of ap- 
preciation right now of the great enterprise upon which the tide 
of event* has east us, just let one actual hostile clash occur between 
the United States and Germany and then see how American pnde 
will flame up and the volunteers come forth. 


W«, for one, however, do not concede even that will te neces- 


tary. In Germany we recognize a foe worthy of ourselves, while 
for poor, weak Spain we had only contempt and nobody1 considered 
as much as half an effort would be required to whip her. 
In the 


prfblic mind it is established we must unt forth our best effort, we 
can not look upon a fight with a government that.is well holding her 
own against most of Europe as more or less of a dress parade. AVe 
have now got a real fight upon our hands and we know it. Know- 
ing it will call forth our best effort and oar best spirit. The courage 
and manhood of the land does not shrink from the wage of tattle 
teorase of that. Bather the more buoyantly and promptly will they 
accept it- 
. 


Still it is not so much talk as action that is needed. Scioto

\s a primary step in tho organization for war President Wil- 


<oii advises congress authorize the creation of a volunteer army of 
jive hundred thousand. There be those who believe a force of 
,'his size can not bo raised except by conscription. Experience of 
,iie Spanish-American war. should make them more hopeful. There 
were f"r more volunteers therefor than service could 'be given to. 
Surely a country, which has grown so in numbers and prosperity 
siuM then has not declined in spirit and patriotism. Our familiarity 


wiili the tremendous European struggle has rendered us, to a dc- 
,,,-e,- indifferent and callous to war, :but if we lack anything of ap- 
preciation right now of the groat enterprise upon which-tho tide 
of events has cast us, just let one actual hostile clash occur between 
the United States and Germany and then see how American pride 
will flame up and the volunteers' come forth. 


We, for one, however, do not concede even that will foe neces- 


sary. In Germany we recognize a foe worthy of ourselves, while 
for poor, weak Spain we had only contempt and nobody considered 
as ranch as half an effort would be required to whip her. In the 
public mind it is established we must uut forth our best effort, we 
can not look upon a fight with a government that is well holding her 
own against most of Europe as more.or less of a dress parade. We 
have now got a real fight upon our hands and we know it 
Know- 


ing it will call forth our best effort and our best spirit. The courage 
and manhood of the land does not shrink from the wage of "battle 
because of that. Bather tho more buoyantly and promptly will they 


accept it.

Still it is not so much talk as action that is needed. Scioto 


county has'as imperative a call as any section to furnish her quota 
of volunteers. Let her lag behind none-in response. 


THE COUNTRY WITH HIM
